An estimated 250 different kinds of 
cheeses are imported into this country 
annually, he said. Canadian factories 
produce 63 types other than cheddar. 

However, large processors “don't find it 
economically feasible to make the small 
quantities of the other kinds for the 
domestic market.” 

Milk producers should push processors 
into promoting cheese consumption.

Consumers need them, so the farm 
industry will remain healthy and alive in 
Ontario. 400,000 jobs in Ontario are 
derived from agriculture and the food 
chain. To have a sound general economy in 
Ontario and Canada, we need a sound 
agricultural economy, he said.

Government letter concerns 


beef men 


Beef producers enrolled on the Ontario 
Beef Calf Income Stabilization Program 
will have recently received a letter from the 
Federal Government. This letter has been 
confusing for some beef producers. 

Some beefmen did not realize they were 
enrolled on the Federal Cow-Calf Stabiliza- 
tion program. Producers were automatical- 
ly enrolled on the federal program when 
they enrolled on the Provincial program. 
The Federal program started for the first 
time this year. All this means that 
producers will receive their payments in 
two cheques - one from the federal 
government and one from the provincial 
government. 

This recent letter caused further concern 


- because it indicated an enrollment of five 


cows less than the number enrolled on the 
Ontario plan. If a producer enrolled on the 
Federal Program instead of the Provincial 
Program, there would be no stabilization 


payment on the first five cows in his herd. — 
This is one of the reasons the federal. 


payment is lower than the provincial. 
Again, the Provincial Program makes u 
the difference for the five cows deducted. 
The important thing to remember is that 
the total amount of the two cheques will be 


the same as the one cheque which would 
have been issued from the Provincial 
Program if the federal program had not 
been introduced. 

Calf prices at the Northern Feeder Sales 
held in September and October have been 
much stronger than last year’s prices. 
Because of the large number of calves sold 


through the Northern sales, these prices: 


have considerable bearing on the average 
calf price for the Provincial Program. The 
federal payment of course, will be based on 
the prices of feeder calves across Canada. 
At the present time, the Provincial average 
may be in the range of 40 to 42 cents. 

The Provincial Stabilization level was 
raised to 51.5 cents from 50 cents. So if the 
provincial average calf price is 41.5 cents, 
we are looking at a 10 cent per pound 
stabilization payment. This would mean a 
stabilization payment of $38.20 per cow, 
art from the Ontario Government and part 
rom the Provincial Government. 

According to Feeder Sale prices, farmers 
are getting 8 to 10 cents more per pound 
for their calves compared to last fall. So 
this means a lower stabilization payment 
this winter.

Historical Society is sponsoring the 
commemoration of Stone Church, a 


prominent example of Hastings County’s 


- architectural past; one of three cobblestone 


churches in the province. A histo tee! 
plaque marking Stone Church will 


unveiled at this ceremony. The plaque is 


being erected by the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation, an agency within the Ministry 
of Culture and Recreation, which is 
devoted to the preservation and promotion 
of the province’s heritage. 

Sunday’s ceremony will take place at 
2:00 p.m. in front of the Church building, 
about eight miles north-west of Belleville; 


- two miles north of Highway 14 off of the 


401 and (turn left at the yellow house with 
the green roof) approximately two miles 
west along the.4th Concession Road. 
‘Mrs. Pat Bennett, President of the 
Hastings County Historical Society will act 
as program chairman. Among those who 
have been invited to participate are: Dr. 
Romas Vastokas, Board of Directors, the 
Ontario Heritage Foundation; Mr. Hugh 
O’Neil, MPP for Quinte; Mr. Jack Ellis, 
MP for Hastings; Mr. Gordon Wilman,

Stone Church, one of three known 
cobblestone churches in Ontario, is part of 
a small group of cobblestone buildings in 
this areay It was built in 1853-6 on land 
belonging to John Fretz to house the local 
Wesleyan Methodist congregation. Al- 
though the church’s interior was remodel- 
led in 1893 in the then popular Italianate 
style and altered again in 1927, its exterior 
remains largely intact. This simple design, 
characteristic of the denomination’s 
architecture in the mid-nineteenth century, 
relies upon the textured cobblestone 
surface and the dressed stones at the 
corners of. the walls as well as the 
harmonious arrangement of the various 
arched openings. The building served as a 


' place of worship until 1 when its

Cobblestone buildings are ‘rare in 
Ontario. Apart form western New York. 
State where buildings of this material are 
numerous, they are rare elsewhere in 
North America as well. In Ontario there are 
two major groups of cobblestone buildings: 
the relatively well-known collection around 
Paris in the south-western section of the 
province and another, the Hastings County 


ewe ridge group in Sidney township near _ 


lleville. 
Among this jatter group, Stone Church, 
or the ‘‘Fretz Church’’, as it was once 


known, is one of three remaining. 


cobblestone churches in the province. It 
was built by local Wesleyan Methodists 
between 1853 and 1856 on a portion of Lot 
33, Concession 4, Sidney Township, on 
land belonging to John Fretz. The Trustees 
representing the congregation subsequent- 
ly acquired the property from Mr. Fretz in 


May, 1857. 
The actual builder of the church is 
unknown. Verschoyle Blake in Rural 
Ontario, however, has suggested that a 
man named Wickett who is known to have 
been respdnsible for the masonry of the 
church may also have been responsible for 
its construction and the construction of the 
other cobblestone buildings in the 
neighbourhood. Barnabas Lane, according 
to a church history, was responsible for the 
¢ try. 
re | is some question concerning the 
year in which the church was officially 
opened, A stone set into the wall above the 
front door carries the year 1855 and the 
pamphlet published in 1930 to commemor- 
ate the 75th anniversary of the church 
mentions ‘‘a dedicatory service ... for the 
completion of Fretz Church’’ held in June, 
1855. These must refer to the date and 
ceremony for the erecting of the walls 
rather than the completed structure for the 
Reverend John Lever, the first minister of 
Stone Church, passed along the news of its 
recent opening in a letter appearing in the 
Christian Guardian of September, 1856. 
‘We have lately built a new church on this 
Circuit on the Fourth Concession of 
Sydney. The church is built of cobble 
stone, Gothic style, and is considered by 
many good judges to be the neatest Church 
in Belleville District. (It is) ... built

rnished and painted: The building cost 


_ §25 pounds and there is only a debt of 


about 150 pounds remaining. The opening 
took place on Sabbath the 10th August....’ 

The church is a rectangular structure, 
approximately 36 by SO feet, with a 
low-pitched roof. Although the building is 
of a simple design, the stone quoining and 
the pointed arches of the front door and 
windows, constructed with stone voussoirs 
’*in true mason-fashion’’, are harmonious- 
ly arranged together with a semi-circular 
vent in the gable above the doorway to 


break up and add interest to the otherwise - 


plain cobblestone exterior. 

The walls of many of the buildings in the 
Paris-Ontario group, as well as many of 
those in New York, feature a striking 
herringbone, style, derived from carefully 
arranged courses. At Stone Church, 
however, the random arrangement of the 
cobblestones and the slighter emphasis on 
the pointing of the joints between courses 
creates a less distinctive, although tor 
many observers a more _ satisfactory 


surface. 


The interior of Stone Church underwent 
severe remodelling in 1893 to conform to 
late-Victorian tastes. 


The church continued to serve its / 


ts 
parishioners until it closed in 1968. One 
often Sees abandoned schoolhouses and 
church buildings along the province’s 
highways, and in many instances these are 
buildings of local if not provincial 
significance. It is gratifying in this instance 
to observe that although Stone Church has 
been in private hands since 1969, the 
owner has tried to date to maintain the 
fabric of the building to the extent that its 
various uses: have permitted.

additives. Although proper diet fo a- 
tion is an important first step, many of 
these products give an additional boost 
and are simple to use. - 

Use of hormones as feed additives or 
implants has been-controversial since 

their inception 20 years ago. DES, as feed 
additive or implant, was the first major 
wth promotant to be used but was 
Fanned in Canada in 1974 bécause of 
suspected carcinogenic activity and 
operator misuse. It is still used in the U.S.

‘expensive implafit. DES improves rate of 
gain about 10 per cent and feed efficiency 
about eight per cent. v 

Synovex is registered for use as an 
implant in Canada. This is an estrogenic 
compound available in two forms - 
Synovex S for steers, and Synovex H for 


heifers. Synovex improves rate of gain. 


from. 10-12 tedsire and feed effictency 8-10 
per cent. It costs about $1.00 more per 


- Steer than, DES but is still money well 


spent. \ 

Ralgro implant is also registered for use 
in Canada for steers and heifers and 
suckling calves, but is more variable and 
generally less responsive. It improves 

vrate of gain about eight per cent and feed 
efficiency 6-7 per cent. Again Ralgro is 
somewhat more expensive than DES. 
Both Synovex and Ralgro should be 
reimplanted after 100 days, but not within 
60-65 days of intended slaughter. 

MGA is a feed additive type of hormone 
designed for non-pregnant feedlot heifers. 
It improves rate of gain from 10-12 per 
cent and feed efficiency up to 10 per cent. 


Part of this improvement is because it % 


suppresses estrus or heat.

Antibiotics have been 
used for sometime in swine and poultry 
feeds and improve both rate of gain and

Ontario trout lakes sensetive to 


shoreline development 


Nutrient enrichment from sibreline 


development has been identified as a factor 


influencing the ability of some southeast- 
ern Ontario lakes to support lake trout, 
according to a water quality report released 


‘jointly today by-the Ministries of the 


Environment and Natural Resources. 

The report, based on studies conducted 
by the two Ministries in 1975 and 1976, 
notes that only 59 of the several hundred 
ladies which dot southeastern Ontario are 
currently capable of supporting lake trout. 

Only 39 of these lakes are considered to 
be supporting populations of naturally 
reproducing lake trout, while the remain- 
pulations . of 
hatchery stock lake trout. Historically, lake 
trout were found in another 24 southeast- 
ern Ontario lakes, but trout no longer exist 
in these waters. 

The study shows that potential oxygen 
depletion’ caused by nutfients from 
shoreline development has a bearing on 


the ability of some lakes to sustain lake. 


trout. 

The report groups 52 of the lakes into 
three sensitivity categories with recom- 
mendations for future development. The 
remainder of the lakes are still to be 
surveyed by Environment Ontario. The 
southeastern area of the Province covered’ 
in the study includes in the Counties of 
Lennox ‘and Addington, Frontenac, Leeds, 
Lanark and the southern portion of 


. Hastings. 


The study was prompted’ by dwindling 
lake trout populations in the southeastern 
Region and the reported deteriorating 
water quality in some of the lakes studied, 


The program was designed to assist land® 


use planners and resource managers in 
assessing the potential water quality and 
fisheries ‘implications of proposed. shore- 
line development. 

Environment Ontario studies concen- 
trate on existing water quality conditions 


within the lake trout lakes and the potential — 


water quality implications. of further 
development. 

The Ministry of Natural Resources will 
determine necessary fish stocking rates 
and permissible angling pressures. 

The report points ovt that the potential 
for deterioration of lake trout habitat 
through oxygen depletion is primarily 
related to the supply of nutrients recieved 
by a lake, but is also influenced by the 
following sensitivity factors: 

1. Lakes with small deep-water volumes 
in porportion to their surface-water, have a 
higher sensitivity to increased phosphorus 
supplies than lakes with larger deep-water 
volumes than their surface water volumes; 

2. Lake trout waters with large flushing 
rates have a lower sensitivity to increased 
phosphorus supplies than lakes with low 
flushing rates; 

3. Lakes in which oxygen supplies exist 
below the Ahermal barrier have a higher 
sensitivity to increased phosphorus 
supplies than lakes of similar depths which 
experience complete mixing. / 

nterim recommendations for shoreline 


_ development to be effective until Decem- 


ber 31, 1982, are incorporated for the dual 
ministry study. In 1982, a further report 
based on additional studies by Environ- 
ment Ontario, the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, and the Ministry of Housing, 
will examine water quality, fisheries and 
wildlife, and sociological factors in an 
attempt to define appropriate assessment 
techniques and criteria for determination 
of a lake’s shoreline development capacity. 
Property owners and cottagers are 
invited to review the report at all 
Environment Ontario and Natural Re- 
sources offices in southeastern Ontario, the 
clerk’s offices in each of the townships 
affected, as well as the offices of the Health 
Units, Conservation Authorities, Planning 
Boards, and Cottager’s Associations. 


Sour Colostrum, a 


_ feed alternative 


by DENNIS McKNIGHT, 
Lecturer, K.C.A.T. 


If overquota milk is. not a common 
problem, producers will be looking at 
alternatives for feeding calves. Milk 
replacers are variable in price and quality 


atid probably add at least $20 to the cost of 


feeding. 
The colostrum produced by the cow in 
the four days after calving can’t be 


marketed and is usually fed to livestock. If 


properly preserved it can feed a calf until it 
can be weaned. Souring of fermenting the 


colostrum is one method of preservation. 

Research at Kemptville College by 
Drevjany and Irvine has found that the 
_ addition of commercially available butter- 
milk (Streptococcus lactic) ensures correct 


fermentation under most climatic condit- 
ions. 

Like any other system, a sour colostrum 
program requires good management to be 
successful. The following approach has 
proven itself at K.C.A.T.: 

1.°Qbtain a 70 litre (1 litre - .22 gallons) 
plastic pail, with a lid. Make sure it is 
disinfected- prior to each usage. 

2. Feed the calf 1.4 to 1.8kg. per feeding 


(1 kg. - 2.2 Ib.) of fresh colostrum for the | 


first 4 days. Add the excess colostrum to 
the plastic pail. Add one-quarter litre (1 
cup) of buttermilk to the first surplus 
colostrum. About 50 to SS kg sour 


% 


colostrum will be needed to successtully 


wean a calf. 

3. At each feeding mix the contents of 
the plastic container thoroughly. 

4. After day 5, feed the calf 1.2 kg in the 
a.m. and 1.2 kg in the p.m. of fermented 
colostrum daily. Add an equivalent 
amount of hot water to warm it to near 
body temperature. 

5. High quality, palatable calf. starter, 
good hay, and water should be offered to 
calves after day 5 as well. Starter should 
contain at least 18 per cent protein. 

6. When the calf reaches 30 days of age, 
it should be consuming sufficient calf 
starter (over .5 kg. daily) to allow 
successful weaning. 

There are some other important factors 
that we believe will contribute to a 
successful sour colostrum program. 

- store the product around 20 degrees 
celcius. 

- it is best to have containers for the 
colostrum for each cow and calf 

- switch abruptly from fresh to sour 
colostrum - don’t mix. . 

- to encourage the intake of starter, offer 
it by hand for the first few days. 

- if it is necessary to switch to another 
cow’s colostrum, or to milk replacer, do it 
gradually and be careful not to overfeed.

The two lines of paratroopers sit 
opposite each other, weighed down by a 
seemingly impossible array of ba ment. 
Talk is difficult over the noise of the four 
enginés so most of them just rest their 
heads either on their packs or against the 
back of their seats, eyes closed. They are’ 
all young, most look only about 18, or 19, 
but with the completion of this jump they 
will have become full-fledged members of 


~\one of the elite units in the Canadian 


‘Armed Forces, the Canadian Airborne 
Regiment, and will be able to exchange 
their green headgear for the coveted 
marron beret of the regiment. 

\ As the drop zone nears, the non-commis- 
sioned officer in charge of the jump rises to 
his feet, taking his position next to the exit 
doors. The paratroopers also rise and move 
down the aircraft, attaching the lines from 
their apes to a steel cord running the 
beng of the fuselage..As the men check 
eachothers’ equipment, the jump doors are 
opened and the noise in the aircraft 
suddenly inCreases. 

The heavier equipment that the troops 
will use on the ground-secured to a special 
Canadian-developed ‘‘wedge’’, a ramp 
stationed at the back of the aircraft - is the 
first to leave, its final restraining strap cut 
loose by a sharp knife. Three seconds later 
the first of the paratroopers flings himself 
out the door. There are no second 
thoughts, no hesitant glances at the ground 
below. Half of the ‘‘stick’’ of men goes out 
each side door, the whole procedure taking 
a matter of seconds. e aircraft is 
suddenly empty but for the crew members. 

There is little chance to watch the 
parachutes blossom behind the aircraft as 
the troopers float to earth. The Atos has 
thrown the plane into a near-360 degree 
turn to head back over the drop zone for the 
journey home. BY the time the drop area is 
below again, all that can be seen are 
dozens of white dots in the middle of a 
clear, flat field. 

A similar scene was played out in five 
other aircraft Saturday afternoon as the 

‘lots and crew of 436 Squadron, based at 
Canadian Forces Base Trenton, partici- 
pated in their first TALEX - a tactical airlift 
exercise. The. exercise called for a 
formation of six C-130 Hercules transports 
from Trenton and Edmonton to fly the 

aratroopers of the Canadian Airborne 
egiment ot Canadian Forces Borden, 
north of Toronto, for mass drop. 

The exercise was, as much a test for the 
air crews as it was for the paratroopers. 
Also required were drops of various-sized 
cargoes from the Hercules - pulled out of 
the back of the planes by parachutes with 


the speed and noise of a freight train. 

In all, more than 200 men took part in the 
exercise, designed primarily to maintain a 
constant degree of readiness on the part of 
the air crews for, their role as the 
regiment’s mode of transportation to the 
battleground. 

This was the first TALEX: to be 
conducted from CFB Trenton. For the past

Rodents cause 
serious damage 


“Don't encourage rabbits and mice to 


use your garden as their winter home,”’ , 
says R.F. Gomme, Ontario Ministry of * 


Agriculture and Food horticulturist. 

Serious damage caused by rodents each 
winter can be prevented by taking 
precautionary measures now. 

Mr. Gomme says one of the most 
important preventative steps is to make 
sure your garden is clean. Clear debris, 
dead leaves and plant tops from around the 
bae of trees, and cut back long grass to 
make your garden a less desirable home for 
rodents. 

He also recommends cultivting the soil 
wound trees and shrubs. * _ 

To discourage rabbits, Mr. Gomme 
suppyests painting trunks and branches 
vith aw repellent containing Thiram. 

“SomWire tree guards of “%4-inch mesh 
around tree trunks to control mice. Make 
sure the end of the guard is about three 
inches deep in the soil.”’ 

For extra protection against mice, 
mound the end of the guard with crushed 
stone. Other types of protectors, including 
spiral plastic guards and aluminum foil, 
are available at local garden supply 
centers, 

- Young fruit trees, lilacs, flowering crab, 
‘mountain ash and hawthorn trees are 
. particularly’susceptible to rodent damage. 
Rodents will also eat some types of shrubs.

TORONTO Agriculture and Food 
Minister Bill Newman has announced the 
details of a provincial stabilization plan for 
grain corn to cover the crop year Sept. 1,

The plan, the first under The Farm 
Income Stabiliztion Act, will stabilize the 
price of corn at 95 per cent of the market 
price averaged over the past five years. 
This represents an additional five per cent 
over the federal plan which supports corn 
prices up to 90 per cent. Allowance will 
also be made for changes in current cash 
costs of production as compared to an 
average of costs over the past five years.

Calculations will Fe 
based on a _ standard 15.5 . per cent 
moisture. Purchases of corn or other feed 
will be converted to corn equivalents by the 
commission and deducted from corn sales 
to give the net quantity of corn eligible for 
stabilization payments. 


To qualify producers are required to 
submit enrolment forms which will be 
available from the ministry offices in early 
November. Deadline for submission of the 
forms is Jan. 16, 1978. Producers must also 
provide documentation of corn sales 
showing the names of the buyer and seller, 
date of sale, date and location of delivery, 
weight, moisture content and price. 

The provincial corn stabilization plan is 
tied in with the federal plan so that 
producers who apply for the Ontario plan 
are automatically eligible for the federal 
plan. One claim form and set of documents

There have been numerous attempts in 
recent years to improve the growth rate 
and feed efficiency of feedlot cattle through 
the-use of implants and feed additives. 
Although proper diet formulation is an 
important first step, many of these 
products give an additional boost and are 
simple to use. ae 

se of hormones as feed additives or 
implants has been controversial since their 
inception 20 years ago. DES, as feed 
additive or implant, was the first major 
rowth promotant to be used but was 
Banned in Canada in 1974 because of 
suspected carcinogenic activity and opera- 
tor misuse. It is still used in the U.S. and 
remains the most | eae and least 
expensive implant. DES improves rate of 
gain about 10 percent and feed efficiency 
about 8 percent. 

Synovex is registered for use as an 
implant in Canada. This is an estrogenic 
compound available in two forms - Synovex 
S for steers, and Synovex H for heifers. 
Synovex improves rate of gain from 10-12 
percent and feed efficiency 8-10 percent. It 
costs about $1.00 more per steer than DES 
but is still money well spent. 

Ralgro implant is also registered for use 
in Canada for steers and heifers and 
suckling calves, but is more variable tnd

Both Synovex 
and Ralgro should be reimplanted after 100 
days, but not within 60-65 days of intended 
slaughter. 

MGA is a feed additive type of hormone 


. designed for non-pregnant feedlot heifers. 


It improves rate of gain from 10-12 percent 
and feed efficiency up to 10 percent. Part of 
this improvement is because it suppresses 
estrus or heat. 

A number of feed additives are presently 
in use and several more. are in the testing 
stages. Antibiotics have been used for 
sometime in swine and poultry feeds and 
improve both rate of yn and feed 
efficiency and lower mortality. Compounds 
‘such Aureomycin, Terramycin, Tylosin and 
Bactracin give 4-5 edge” improvement in 
rate of gain and in feed efficiency when fed 
to beef cattle. The largest benefit from 
feeding antibiotics is a\ reduction in liver 
abscesses in cattle on high grain rations. 
There is a great deal of concern at the 
present time with transferal of bacterial 
resistance to antibiotics to humans“and we 
may see the exclusion of antibiotics as feed 

itives in the near future. 

Rumensin, a widely used feed additive in 
the U.S., will be officially introduced to 
Canada on Oct. 26, 1977. It improves feed 
efficiency from 8-11 percent and may 
improve gains on low energy diets.

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Snow machine 


A snowmobile may not be operated 
except on lands occupied by the owner of 
the snowmobile unless the operator is 
twelve years of age or over and is the 
holder of a Snowmobile Operator Licence 
or Driver's Licence. 

The Snowmobile Operator Safety Training 
Program, sponsored by the Ministry of 
Transportation ‘and Communications and 
administered‘by the Ontario Federation of 
Snowmobile Clubs is underway for the 
coming snowmobile season. There are 450- 
Club Instructors throughout Ontario, 
registered with the Ministry, who are 
assigning applicants now to courses of 
instruction that will be given during the fall 
and winter months. Snowmobilers, young 
and old, who do not have a Driver's 
Licence, are encouraged to sign up early. 
Families, in particular, who want to take

the course together, are welcome to 
register for six hours of classroom study. 

‘Club Instructors 4h your area will be 
holding their classes at one of three times: 
during week nights in three, two-hour 
classes or two, three-hour classes; on 
Saturdays, the classroom instruction will 
last six hours.

Notrick to treat is theme | 


of warble control week. 


It’s no trick to treat - that’s the theme ot 
the warble and louse control week in 
East-Central Ontario, October 31 to 
November 5. 

Each year warble grubs cost the beef 
industry millions of dollars in lost income, 
while lice infestations weaken cattle and 
slow cattle gain. 

The warble and louse control week 
program is intended to encourage both 
beef and dairy producers to use systemic 
treatments to eliminate these pests. The 
program was initiated by Bob Murray. a 
beef cattle specialist, and Harold Clapp, a 
dairy specialist, both with the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and Food in 
Brighton. 

Demonstrations on application of the 
treatment will be held in Sto 12 locations in 
counties and regions in  East-Central 
Ontario.

demonstrated an 8 percent improvement in 
feed efficiency with Holstein steers fed 
Rumensin in a corn: corn silage diet. 
Rumensin acts within the digestive tract 
altering fermentation and producing a 
more desirable fermentation product for 
growth. Rumensin is partially additive with 
implants and producers would be wise to 
use both when Rumensin is registered. A 
combination of Rumensin and Synovex 
may return over $30. per head. 

Another feed additive on the horizon 
may be Ronnel. Although commonly used 
as a systemic for controlling warble grubs 
it also increases gain when added to the 
diet of cattle. This product is not registered 
in the U.S. or Canada, but extensive 
testing will begin shortly to determine its 
overall potential. 

These products will be made available to 
producers on a continuing basis only if they 
are used as directed. Implant or feed 
additive misuse may result in tissue 
residues and governments on both sides of 
the border may be forced to withdraw them 
from the market. This would mean higher 
production costs to the producer and 
consumer. 


Sand was formed by the 
breaking up of the solid rock 
surface of the earth by the 
action of water, ice or air. 


While treating for warbles producers can 
prevent the damage cause by lice 
infestations. 

In many cases. the last straw tor sickly 
cattle can be lice infestations which irritate 
the animal, slow its weight gain, weaken it 
and, in severe.cases, cause death. 


Systemic treatments, used as directed 
can eliminate warbles and also control lice. 

Treated cattle can return an extra $15 to 
$20 from each calf and yearling raised on 
pasture. Treatment can result in faster 
cattle gain. Cow milk output can increase 
as much as 2.5 pounds per day. 

Warble grubs reduce gain, carcass 
quality and hide quality if they are not 
climinated during the fall. Experts 
recommend treatment-in September, 
October and November tor the most 
effective control. f

The Lindsay district duck banding 
" program was conducted during August and 
Serene again this year. The objective of 
this year’s project was to band as many 
wood ducks as possible. A total of 163 wood 
ducks, 1 black duck and 6 mallards were 
banded during this year's effort. The 1976 
total of 99 wood ducks banded was one of 
the highest recorded for this species in 
Canada. Surpassing this figure by 64 in 
1977 was certainly gratifying and we would 
expect will compare favourably to other 
banding projects in Canada. 
Opening of 1977 Waterfowl Season 

September 24 marked the ppenng of the 
1977 watefowl season in the Lindsay 
District of the Ontario Ministry of Natural 
Resources. Lindsay district conservation 
officers checked the hunting success of 312 
waterfowl hunters opening day. These 
hunters represented 915 hunting hours and 
reported a harvest of 336 birds for an 
average rate of 1.1 duck per hunter. Again 
this year mallards dominated the harvest, 
representing 43 per cent of the recorded 
bag. Twenty-two per cent. of the ducks 
harvested were blue winged teal, 13 per 
cent wood ducks, 8 per cent green winged 
teal, and the balance covering about a 
dozen other waterfowl s - 

The conservation officers also made a 
substantial harvest of individuals who 
committed offences against hunting 
regulations. Approximately 24 ° charges 
were laid by Lindsay District Conservation 
Officers on opening day.

Provincial Livestock Management Tour 
Three young farm people from each 
county and district in Ontario will have the 
opportunity to take part in the Provincial 
Livestock Management Tour to be held 
from Nov. 6 to 11. The tour, an annual 
event,.is” designed to provide an 
opportunity for young farmers to study 
current livestock management and market- 
ing pricinples and practices. The young 
farmers involved in the tour will be visiting 
farms in the counties of Durham, Halton; 
Ontario, Peel and York and will be 
studying in some detail the various 
_management practices carrged out on these 
ractical livestock products. This will 
include a visit to packing plants and to 
some of the marketing boards in the area. 
Included in the tour will be an opportunity 
to evaluate livestock on a practical farm 


basis including some livestock judging. . 


The final day of the tour will be spent at the 
Royal Agricultural Winter Fair where the 
evauiation competition will take place. As 
well, there will be some free time for the 
contestants to visit the Royal Winter Fair. 
Past experience has proven the program to 
be a very practical and educational 
experience for young people who will be 
making a career of farming. The three 
young farmers representing Northumber- 
land County on this tour are: Ed Dunk of 


Warkworth, Theo DeJong of Baltimore, 
and Sid Atkinson of Roseneath. 


1977 Farm Tax. Reduction 

Again this year the Ontario Government 
will provide tax assistance to owners of 
genuine farm properties. Farmers will 
receive applications in the mail which will 
entitle them to assistance equal to 50 per ce 
cent of their total municipal taxes on farm 
property. Eligible farmers must have 
ph eat assessed as a farm during the 
1977 taxation year and the land must be 
usedf as part of a farming operation 
producting farm products valued at not less 
than $2,000 in a normal productive year. If 
the property or a part thereof ceases to be 
assessed as a farm in or before 1987 
because of development for residential, 
industrial, or commercial purposes, the 
assistance or a portion of it must be repaid 
together with an eight per cent interest per 
annum by the person owning the property 
at the time it is reassessed. This is the 
cane year that the program has been in 
effect, designed to reduced the tax burden 
on farm properties. Farmers should note 
that the assistance received under the 
Farm Tax Reduction Program is not 
intended to be taxable income and need not 
be reported as a reduction of taxes when 
filing Income Tax. 


Millions in damage is done 


WARBLE & LOUSE CONTROL 

It's a proven fact that livestock 
producers lose millions of dollars annually 
because of external and internal parasites 
on cattle. A recent survey. conducted by the 
Meat Packers’ Council showed direct 
losses ranging from $12 - $25 per head due 
to damaged meat, hide and reduced rate of 
gain. While the losses are not as easily 
measured in dairy cattle, the young stock 


suffer much the same type of loss and - 


mature animaly show a reduction in milk 
production dependent on the severity of 
the infestation. Warble grubs and lice are 
the main culprits. although other internal 
parasites also cause severe losses under 
certain conditions. The control of warble 
grubsand lice is a relatively simple process 
with a number of systemics which are now 
available to livestock producers. Systemics 
are easily applied’ - for most simply pour 
the recommended dosage on the animal’s 
back. The cost is minifnal at approximately 
5 cents per 100 Ib. of animal, or 50 cents 
per 1000 Ib. animal. Initially systemics 
were developed to kill the warble grubs in 
cattle. If applied properly, at the right time 
of year, they will kill 90 per cent of the grub 
infestation. Cattle should be treated before 
the end of November for warble grubs. 
Later treatment iS not recommended as 
there is a possible reaction in the animal's 
system depending on the location of the 
grubs at the time of treatment. Most 
animals, 250 Ibs. and up, can be treated 
unless under stress. 

Milking cows should not be treated with 
a systemic. Dairy heifers, in particular, 
should be treated. ‘Lice are one of the major 
parasites affecting livestock and have been 
known to kill cattle. The major type of louse 
affecting cattle sucks the blood from the 
animal and has the ability to reproduce 
rapidly, going through an entire life cycle 
in. about a month. Winter housing 
conditions are ideal for a buildup in the

louse population and all cattle should be 
treated during the fall and winter period. 
Systemics are very effective in killing th- 
louse population. However, one treatment 
will not completely control-all lice since 
there is always a new generation in the 
form of eggs which take approximately two 
weeks to hatch. Therefore, a second and 
third treatment is often recommended to 
control lice. The amount and timing for a 
good control is outlined with most of the 
systemic products. Livestock producers in 
the area who wish to learn more about the 
control of these and other internal 
parasites are invited to,the warble and 
louse control demonstrations to be held 
throughout the area during the first week 
of November. 


ADVANCED PAYMENT FOR QUINTE 


APPLE GROWERS 

The Federal Government has recently 
announced advanced payment guarantees 
for members of the Quinte Fruit Growers 
Ltd. in Trenton. The advanced. payments 
will consist of 50 cents per Ib. of apples ir 
storage up to a maximum of $15. per 
producer. The advanced payments come 
under the Advanced Payments for Crops 
Act, a recent piece of legislation, which is 
intended to let farmers hold their crop until 


a later date in the season, thus avoiding 


flooding the market at harvest time. Apple 
producers in Kempville, N.S., also 
received Federal loans under the Advanced 
Payment for Crops Act. This type of 
legislation has been extended to cover a 
number of crops produced in Canada 
including soybeans and some of the grains.

On October 12th, 1977, Madoc Council 
travelled to Toronto to meet with the 
Minister of the Environment, the Honor- 
able George Kerr. It should be a 
memorable day for Madoc as time marches 


on. 

In 1973, the Madoc Council ofthe day 
took a similar trip to meet with Mr. 
‘Crabtree, the engineer in charge of the 
Madoc district. We were told we had to 
have the village engineered and plans. 


\ drawn for 95% of the village to be serviced 


for water and sewer. We were also told that 
the infiltration of run-off into our sewer 
system was not acceptable and we would 
have to improve this condition. 

The rates at that time were astronomical 
compared to our water and sewer charges. 
In the meantime, we have raised our rates 


_ and, checking with other villages that have 


been taken into the Ontario Plan, we find 
that we are not too far from the final rates 
charged. fs . 
Mr. Clarke T. Rollins, M.P:P.,; accom- 
panied the council of 1973 to Toronto and 
was instrumental in getting the meeting 


‘afore mentioned. Clarke has been 


co-operative and very obliging in pursuing 


years between 1973 and Oct. 12th, 1977. 


He was instrumental in procuring the 
arrangement for the Senior Citizens 


Complex, both the first 21 units and the 15 


that will start in the spring of 1978. It was 
through Clarke that we received the 
25-75% grant for Seymour Street. - 

Mr. Rollins arranged a meeting with the 
Honorable George cer, Minister of the 
Environment, to see if there was some 
assistance available for Madoc’s predica- 
ment with the water and sewer situation. 
The meeting was arranged for October 
12th, 1977, and our present council all 
attended - Deputy Reeve T..Deline and 
‘Councillors J. Ash, B. Bancroft and D. 
Kramp, along with the village engineer, 
Mike Wade ofs.D. Lee Limited. The result 
of this meeting was finalized on November , 
2nd, 1977, when the engineers for the 
environment came to Madoc to gather

We understand the work in Madoc is 
ing to be phased over three years. The 
irst phase,will be the well and standpipe 
and sewer line for the corner of St.

Minister of the Environment, that never 
came before cabinet. It was a one shot deal 
and a few skeptics were critical of us going 
ahead before it got cabinet uulad 
Maybe this is the difference of being a 
good leader or a poor judge of character.

Being of Sicilian descent and having a 
liking for things of his county (especially 
the food - pizza in particular), it was an 
easy choice of which business he should 
try. His family and his wife had been 
cooking pizza for years so the method 
involved wasn’t strange either. 

The whole train of events which led to 
the opening of Ross's Pizza began with

Next came the selection of a place to set 
up their store.

This brought .a lively response frong a 
number of the farmers. It was pointed out 
that no-one had increased their producti- 
vity more since the second world war, 

articularily in the last 5-10 years than the 
armer. Where once a farmer would feed 
six people, now each farmer feeds 45 
people. 

It was also felt that the unreliability of 
_the government in managing the overall 
farm economy and. doing Canada- and 
provincial -wide planning efficiently made 
it difficult for an individual farmer to 
accurately project even a year at a time; 
longer term was practically impossible.

He also stressed that all credit has to be 
paid forwether from the feedstore, the 
farm machinery dealer or the bank and that 
in the long run the farmer was better off 
going to the bank for all its needs; it would 
be easier and, in the long run, cheaper.

Most puppies are born with a 
natural immunity _ received from the 
mother through nursing in the first 
twenty-four hours of life. As long as this 
immunity - in the form of antibodies in the 
blood - exists, the dog cannot be 
effectively vaccinated since the antibodies 
will kill the, vaccination. 

However, the dog will lose this 
immunity, somewhere between six weeks 
and four months, and it’s not known when 
exactly. The easiest way to tell whether 
the immunity is still there is to give the 
vaccination at six weeks. If it doesn’t take 
then the puppy has at least two weeks 
immunity remaining. Using this system. 
the dog may have to be vaccinated up to 
six times, every two weeks from the age of 


six weeks to the age of four months. 


This may seem like a lot of trouble, and, 
of course, the decision is the individual 
owner’s, but the dangers of distemper 


cannot be overestimated. In many cases , 


too it will require only one or two’ 
vaccinations. : 

After the puppy has reached an age of 16 
to 18 weeks, the vaccine has an effective 
life of one year. This is because in 99 per 
cent of all dogs, by this age, the maternal 
antibodies have left the system and cannot 
interfere with the vaccine. Also note that 
ALL dogs which have not been vaccinated 
for distemper and which are not currently 
protected by that vaccine can contract 
distemper, whether they are six or 16 
years old. Age does not provide automatic 
immunity against distemper.

Owners should be aware that distemper 
vaccines now routinely include vaccines 
against hepatitis and leptospirosis. Hepat- 
itis, a liver disease; caused death in about 
25 per cent of all dogs which contract urine 
for months. Leptospirosis, a killer one 
time out of nine, may cause permanent 
kidney damage indogs which recover 
from the disease. Moreover, and this is 


‘very important, leptospirosis is’ conta- 
gious to man. Infected dogs with this ~ 


disease can transmit it to man! Therefore, 
when vaccinating your dog against 
distemper, it is important that you request 
a combintion vaccine that. includes 
protection against hepatitus and leptospir- 
osis. This combination vaccine is some- 
times abbreviated DHL. Administration 
of the vaccine after the disease has 
infected the dog will not guarantee that 
the dog will be ‘‘cured’’. This is why it is 
possible for a dog to get distemper even 
though it was recently vaccinated against 
the disease.

‘‘Hopefully what we worked for and fought 
for will inspire our young people to stand 
fast and be prepared to fight for our 
democratic country if necessary.”

There is an old saying that the more 
things change, the more they remain the 
same and Percy Nayler seems to subscribe 

to that theory. Madoc, he says ‘“thasn’t 
really changed sifice 1 can remember ”’ 
And Mr. Nayler’s memory ‘goes back a 
jong time. He was born here over 89 years 
ago. And although it may seem to some 
thet the intervening years with all that has 
happened - economic, social and technolo- 
gical change make quite a different world 
its hard not to feel, when talking to Percy 
Nayler that something at the core re ains 
very erage Sa And you can’t help 
feeling that Mr: Nayler, like the things he 
sees around him hasn’t changed much in 
89 years. 

Not that he hasn’t been out and around. 
He was fifteen when he first headed for 
Belleville to work for the Grand Trunk 

. Trailway. For five years there he laboured 
as first a call boy and then a mechanic’s 
apprentice. He got his mechanic’s papers 
and worked at Point Ann for a year before 
heading for Campbellford and work on the 

Trent Valley Canal. 

He was working there in 1915 when the 
war came along and he joined the Royal 
Canadian Artillery as a gunner. He fought 
in France and participated in a number of 
the famous battles but his favourite ay

concerning the war has nothing to do wi 
actual fighting. — 

Percy was one of six brothers and three 
sisters and two of his brothers were also 
serving at the front, but with different 
regiments. John, the youngest was serving 
with the 2nd Batallion and one day Percy 
learned that they were up between him and 
the front. 

' There was a supply train beading up to 
where his brother was stationed and Percy 
determined to see John hitched a ride up 
there with the permission of his 
commanding. officer. 

‘John was-g@etting ready to go out on a 
wiring party; 

‘whole mission he would be under 
observation so he was nervous. He was 
down in the trench and they called down to 

him that they wanted him to come out. 

Well he came up and he saw me and his 
mouth just dropped and he said ‘‘what the 
hell are you doing here?’ He was so 
pi pate that was the only time we saw 

other during the war.”” *

He mentions the fire that wiped out a 
third of Front St. He remembers that they 
would run special trains to Tweed for 
lacrosse games and that by and large, with 
the train it was easier and cheaper to get 
around than it is now. He remembers when 
the 62 highways wasn’t there and when 
they put through no. 7 highway. 

But still he doesn’t think they’ve made

I read recently that a 105 year old lady 
attributed her Jongeity to staying away 
from men all her life; [ asked Percy what 
his secret was but he had no such answer. 
‘It doesn’t seem that long to me’’ he said. 
But he is from a long lived family. He has 
an uncle who lived to be 101 and a number 
of cousins still living who are older than he 
is. One who died recently lived to be 96. 

Percy has been married twice. First to 
Kathleen Oulton of Campbellford who died 
in 1945 and then Louise Nickle who is also 
now dead. He has had no family but he 
does have a number of step-children and 
he is of course very .proud of his 
vrandchildren. He celebrated his 89th 
birthday Oct. 21 and the number of cards 

and letters he received is amazing. Almost 

all the people who sent them he knows

He sold his garage in 1969 and he 

“doesn’t do much now”’ he says. He still 

drives himself and he has good hearing. 

“It’s important to be aware’’ he says. And 

he’s healthy. At 93 he has never been sick 

a day in his life. : 


He is a yery quiet and soft spoken man, ° 


happy with what has passed. The house he 
lives in is over a hundred years old and the 
pair of English oaks on the front lawn are of 
the same vintage. 

Like him you can see they’ve changed 
very little. Grown perhaps - they’re 15 feet 
around now where they once were saplings 


- and put on the rings of age. But they're 
the same trees. ‘‘Thing’s really haven't 


changed much.”’

This group, along with the Hastings 
are together in the Ontario 
Dairy Goats Association. This, says Nick, is 
the biggest asset in goat raising. Goat 
people are very ra gh supportive of one 
another and will offer help tastly. - 
Nick has found their help in the last year 
invaluable. But like a lot of other people 
going into something for the first time he’s 
made mistakes. ‘‘At first we would buy 


* them because we thought they looked good 


and hoped they give good milk. Now we 
know what to look for.’’ 

One of the things that the Dairy Goat 
Association is working towards is more 
government support. Nick feels that this 
would be essential in getting things off the 
ground in this area. 

He feels that a cheese co-op, for 
example, would allow even people with five 
or ten goats to use their excess milk; it » 
would also make easier the cana ¢ of 
bigger operations. At the moment, ick 
says, the government gives them very little 
But as more dairy goat 
farmers start complying .with government 
tests he feels they will get more help. 

But is there a market for goat:products? 
‘Absolutely. At Christmas and Easter 
‘especially the ethnic communities cannot 
get enough goat meat; its shipped in by the 
train carload from Texas.’’ As for goat 
by-products, its estimated that sixty per 
cent of the worlds population uses goat 
milk as a staple. Its taste is comparable to 
cow-milk and of course, yoghurt and feta 
cheese are,traditional goat-milk products. 

You have to admit, it’s a good case for 
goats. It’s a distinct posse that goats 
are not only in Nick Price's future, but in 


Hastings County as well.

FAIRYTALE COUNTRY APPEALS TO 


YOUNG AT HEART 


It’s a land of fairytales 
and legends, witches and 
castles—a land that the 
Brothers Grimm made fa- 
mous for generations of the 
young.and the young at 
heart. Yet, despite its many 
enchantments, this region of 
Germany, which stretches 
from Frankfurt north 
to Hanover, has remained 
relatively unexplored by 


_.. Americans. 


Where does your story- 
book, trip» begin? You coutd 
start at Hanau, just 11 miles 
east of Frankfurt, where the 
Grimms were born. A statue 
in the square of this town, 
which is known today 
for its quality silversmiths 
and goldsmiths, recalls its 
favorite sons. 

Traveling north, you 
reach the steep cobbled 
streets and half-timbered 
buildings of Marburg, which 
looks very much like it did 
when the brothers went to 
the university there at the 
start of the 19th century. 
Much of the town is 
even older than that. In 
front of the 16th century 
town hall; the bustle of an 
outdoor market fills the 
square on Wednesdays and 
Fridays. 

From here, suggest the 
travel experts at Lufthansa 
German Airlines, go on to 


Kassel, where the young 
Grimms went to school. The 
town boasts Europe’s oldest 
surviving playhouse, from 
1610, which is now a natural 
history museum. And in a 
little palace off the main 


street is a museum dedi- 


cated to the Grimms them- 
selves, for it was here that 
the two collected many of 
the tales that will outlive us 
all—Snow White, Hansel 
and Gretel, Cinderella and 
Sleeping Beauty. 


Continuing on your 
route, you can stop at an- 
other university town, 
Gottingen, which has a 
14th century center that is 
as enchanting as when the 
Grimms worked there. Stu- 
dents gather in the town 
square on Fridays to cele- 
brate the start of the week- 
end, and come there when 
they pass their exams to kiss 
a statue of the goose girl. 
Sunday concerts are played 
under ancient flags and 
coats sof arms of Hanseatic 
League cities in the town 
hall that dates from the 
Middle Ages. 


Eighty miles northwest 
of Gottingen is Hameln, 
the home of a legendary 
figure not associated with 
the Grimms, but still very 
special: the Pied Piper. It’s 


fof 


said that a stranger ina 
multi-colored coat piped 
away the rats that plagued 
the city, back in 1284. 
When the townspeople re- 
fused to pay him, he lured 
their children away with the 


_veéry same piping. 


Much of Hameln’s main 
street dates from the Re- 
naissance, and you have 
a chance to get a good look 
at the carved stone facades 
and curlicued gables of the 
buildings, since it’s a pedes- 
trians-only street. 

If a storybook trip is not 
complete without a castle, 
you can stay in one, 
Sababurg Castle, south of 
Hameln, on the Weser River, 
which is now a hotel. It was 
here, so the legend goes, that 
Sleeping Beauty pricked her 
finger and fell into her 100- 
year sleep, until she was 


magically awakened by her 


Prince Charming.

Government should 
show some respect 


OTTAWA - The Government of Canada 
should respect and guarantee the indepen- 
dence Spo unary groups, according to a 

rt reféased today by Secretary of State 
John Roberts. : ; 

Called PEOPLE IN ACTION, the report 
is the work of a National Advisory Council 
on Voluntary action. 

The Council was set up in November, 
1974 by the Secretary of State to review the 
situation facing voluntary action in 
Canada, and to advise the Federal 
Goversment on its relationships with 
voluntary associations. ‘The Council, 
chaired by Judge Raynell Andreychuk of 
Regina, was composed of 13 members from 
various walks of life. 

PEOPLE IN ACTION refers to the 
millions of Canadians who work for human 
betterment and social progress, individual- 
ly and through voluntary associations of all 
kinds ranging from small, neighborhood 
groups to community coalitions and 
national associaitons. 

‘The Council says that such voluntary 
action ‘‘brings to bear on social. and 
political activity certain viewpoints and 
concerns which would otherwise ‘be 
ignored or not heard’, including voices of 

issent. The Council states that the 
government has an ‘‘obligation to ensure 
that the conditions exist for the flourishing 


of voluntary action’’. 

_ Among its 81 recommendations, 47 are 
directed at the Federal Government, its 
departments and agencies. Others are 
directed to voluntary organizations them- 
selves. The Council was not mandated to 
make any recommendations to provincial 
and local levels of government. 

One of the key recommendations is the 
establishment of a Voluntary Action 
Resource Centre to help co-ordinate a 
renewal of grassroots initiatives. Detailed 
funding proposals, and recommended 
forms of non-financial aid, make up much 
of the report. 

Improved consultation between govern- 
ment and voluntary organizations is one of 
the principal themes of the report. For 
example, the Council says information 
exchanges need to increase. The report 
contains specific advice as to how both 
government and voluntary organizations 
can put their ‘‘own house ‘in order’. 

There is a need for government to be 
more knowledgeable about the nature and 
extent of its involvement with voluntary 
associations and to better inform the public 
according to the Report. Consultations 
between government and citizens’ groups 
often smack of tokenism, the Report warns. 
Consultations need to be carried out much 
more effectively.

Beginning this year the Ontario 
government will provide grants to eligible 
municipalities to be applied to the cost of 
repair or renewal of private water and 
sewage systems, Environment Ontario 
Minister George A.Kerr, Q.C. announced 
today. 

“This is an excellent opportunity for 
municipalities which fit our criteria to 
upgrade services provided by private water 
and sewage systems without taking on the 
financial burden of more elaborate 
communal facilities involving water and 
sewage treatment plants,’ said Mr. Kerr. 

Communities which apply for the grant 
will be assessed by the Ministry on the 
basis of possible health and environmental 
problems. Those municipalities which have 
' an immediate problem will be given top 
priority. Other considerations for grant 
approval include the suitability of soil and 

roundwater for water wells and the 
installation of septic tank systems. The

Low fire 
statistics 


OTTAWA - Canada’s wet September 
was reflected in the abnormally low forest 
fire Statistics reported for the month by the 
Canadian Forestry Service, Fisheries and 
Environment Canada. 

A total of only 220 forest fires was 
eported across the country, affecting 
4600 hectares (46,000 acres) of forest 
ind. In the corresponding period last year 
here. were 1.420 fires covering 161,000 
vectares (398,000 acrs). Average figures 
or September over the past 10 years were 
102 fires and 48,000 hectares (119,000 
acres). 

This year, from April to September 
inclusive, 8,592 fires burned over 
1,019,000 hectares (2,518,000 acres) of 
forest. For the same period last year the 
figures were 9,637 fires and 1,554,000 
hectares (3,842,000 aeres). 

Yearly averages for the. correnponelak 
riod over the past decade were 8,34 
bras and 1,085, hectares (2,681,000 

acres). 

Fire statistics are compiled monthly from 
April to. October by the Forest Fire 
Research Institute of Fisheries and 
Environment Canada in Ottawa.

‘This extra revenue - now estimated at 
$108 million - will be allocated among the 
352 municipal utilities, Ontario Hydro’s 
direct industrial customers, and the rural 
retail system. Under the anti-inflation 


guidelines established for Hydro by the ~ 


provincial government, this amount must 
be returned to the customers,’’ Mr. Taylor 
said. The rural retail jsystem’s share is 
currently estimated at approximately $17.8 
million. 

The effect of the increase on individual 
customers will vary depending on their 
consumption and classification. For exam- 
ple, a typical residential customer’s 
monthly bill of $35~ will increase by 
approximately $1.75. 

Details of the rate increase will be 
mailed to all rural customers. 

All bills issued after Jan. 1 will be 
pro-rated. 1977 rates will apply from the 
last meter reading this year to Dec. 31. 
After that, the newly announced 1978 rates 
will apply. 

The increase reflects higher costs to 
Ontario Hydro of providing service.

In connection with the fighting in 
Ogaden province, Red Cross delegates 
have been received by the Ethiopian 
government and by the Western Somalia 
Liberation Front. As a result of these 
meetings consignments of dried blood 
plasma, dressings and antibiotics (to a total 
value of 30,000 Sw. Fr. or $14,000.00) have 
been sent to the Ethiopian Red Cross and 
the Somalia Red Crescent Societies. 

Lebanon 

The International Committee of Red 
Cross (ICRC) remains the only relief 
organization active in the southern sector 
of Lebanon; its relief convoys bringing 
food, medicaments and messages to some 
45 villages near the border. 

Following the latest clashes, some 
14,000 persons have moved into the area 
around Tyre, requiring emergency food 
and blanket distribution. 

Emphasis is now being laid on helping th 
disabled. A team of Swiss specialists is 
educating paraplegics, while several 
programs are underway to fit protheses to

Resettlement continues following the 
volcanic eruptions in January of this year. 
Through Red Cross assistance the 
necessities of life are being provided to the 
11,000 evacuees presently” in camps 
awaiting resettlement. Field hospitals and 
first aid posts were established in the 
refugee camps, and the camps themselves 
organized so that cleanliness and hygiene’ 
prevailed. se 

The area selected for resettlement is a 
fertile region near Gatoyi, which, once 
cleared is expected to produce three 
harvests a year. Red Cross funds will be 
used to purchase machetes, pickaxes, and 
chainsaws, as well as seed for the first © 
planting. 

The spanning of relief operations from 
immediate aid to refugees to resettlement 
programs is part of the Red Cross credo. ; 

And Red Cross is now overseeing a 
return to normality for the people involved, 
ensuring that the means of resettlement 
are made available.

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Sewer system a necessity | 


for Madoc :Kramp 


The completion of Madoc’s sewer 
system is a matter of necessity, according 
to Alderman Daryl ae 

“‘A number of small things influenced 
our decision.’’ he said. ‘‘The senior citizen 
housing was one; we had been told by the 
government that it could be put in with the 


.. present sewage and water capacity. There . 


were a number of bther incidents like 
this.’’ 


‘We're in a stalemate. We can’t have 


development of any kind under the present 
system. If we don’t expand, the costs will 
go up and the costs are e by the 
‘taxpayer. Development will keep taxes 
down.’’: 

The completion of the sewage and wate 
systems will go in three phases with the 
first ae “hopefully in the early 
summer of 1978’’. That first stage will 
consist of a new well and standpipe (which 
acts as a tank) the exact location of which is 
unknown, plus a main trunkline which will 
run from Seymour St. up to Wellington St. 

The financing of the project is not yet 
definite. Mr. Kramp explained that the 


‘province and the village council are still 


working out what percentage each will pay. 
‘They wanted more than what we thought 
we could afford’’, he said. : 
_ The exact financing is dependent on # 
number of things. OF primary concern to 
Madoc ratepayers is whether or’ not the 
council decides to charge by frontage or on 
a flat mill rate. Mr. Kramp pointed out 
that, although pipelines are generally 
charged on a frontage rate, this has not 
been the case with Madoc to date. 


**So far everyone has paid for water and 
sewage, whether they received it or ‘not. To 
switch over now does not seem fair. Some 
people would be paying twice. 

As well the cost for each part of the 
project will vary. In some cases the 
government may pay most of the cost, in 
others’ less. It will probably average out 
around 75 per cent for the Ontaric 
government. 

Council hopes to keep the cost down by 
financing the project on longterm low 
interest debentures. When these would be 
issued is dependent on when the present 
debentures expire. ~ 

Councillor Kramp emphasized that 
although council does not necessarily want 
to implement all the restrictions that go 


_ with the new system, they are part of the 


package from the Ontario government. 

He also pointed out that water meters, 
which will be installed as part of the system 
are a necessity as well. ‘‘It’s a matter of the 
public becoming aware of the facts he siad. 

One fact is that the government requires 
the water meters in order to insure that the 
water is properly regulated. Another, 
according to Kramp is that the water 
meters’ will mean that the water is used 
more responsibly. 

‘It’s a proven fact that people use less 
water with metres because they’re more 
aware. You pay for what you get and every 
gallon that goes through the sewage 
treatment systems costs us. People have to 
realize that we’ll save more for paying out 
the capital installation and operation costs 
of the meters. .

Centre Hastings High School 


-Night School 


BY JOHN SIMPSON 


MADOC - Centre Hastings. High 
School’s doors do not close at 4:00 p.m. like 
many other schools. With the assistance of 
the Extensions Division of Loyalist College 
in Belleville, there are 17 night school 
courses being run this year. 

Dave Brazeau, the school’s night 
director said in an interview with the 
Madoc Review last week, ‘‘Enrolment is 
way up this year. Last year at this time we 
had 105 students in night classes. This 
year, there are over 195 students taking 


. part in a wide variety of courses.”’ 


Most of the courses are of a general 
interest in nature, although several high 
school credit courses are offered. 


Why do people go to night school? There . 


are many good reasons to acquire new 
skills, put old skills to use, to get away 
from the house and kids and to get out and 
meet new people. 

One of the most common reasons seems 
to be, ‘‘l always wanted to learn how to do 
that and never had the time.”’ 

Here is a list of what goes on in the 
school every Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday nights. 

1. Antiques - The antique course is 
taught by Rudolph Dungan, owner of 
Golden Era-Antiques in Madoc. The course 
centres around exploring the past in 
discussion and looking at Canadian and 
American antiques. | 

2. Spanish - Rudolph also teaches the 
Thursday night Spanish course. This is a 
credit course which concentrates on learnin 
conversational uses of the Spanish 
language. One of Rudolph’s students is 
pisses to retire in Spain in the near 
uture. 

3. Driver Ed - The car you see around 
Madoc marked ‘Student Drivers’’ is 
probably being driven by one of Dorothy 
Thompson’s pupils. Dorothy has 10 future 
drivers in her class. 

4. Cooking - The good smells floating 
around the halls comes from Joan Hillier’s 
room. Joan teaches a group of 10 students 
the art of Gourmet cooking. They even get 
to eat what they cook. After this class there 
may be need for a weight watchers course. 

5. Painting with oils - A slightly messy 
but very enjoyable class in painting with 
oils is taught by Nicholas Bechgaard. 
Nicholas has 10 aspiring artists in his class. 

6. Photography The photography 
course is being taught this year by John 
Simpson of the Madoc Review. There are 9

. Pottery - Trudy Veerman of Ivanhoe, 
teaches the pottery class. There are 10 


students from Trudy’s kpowledge of 
working with clay. 

8. Sewing - Sewing tor beginners, 1s 
being taught by Chris Burzycki. Chris is 
intructing her students in the basics of 
needlework and it’s applications. . 

9. Sewing with knits - Molly Chard 
teaches a specialized course in sewing with 
knits. This course is aimed at the advanced 
seamstress and is not a beginning level. 

10. Theatre - The theatre up, under 
the direction of Sandra McNeil are already’ 
going strong, having won an award in a 
drama festival for their set design. The 
course deals with the fundamentals of set 
design, set construction, and the product- 
ion of plays. : 

11. Typing - Typing, which is an asset to 
all who take this course is being taught by 
Geanette Raynsford. Geanette has 11 
potential typists in her class. * 

12. Upholstery - Dave Cataffo, and Irene 
Mazerole teach the upholstery course on 4 » 
joint basis. This is a ‘“‘how to’’ course 
where the students learn by recovering 
their own furniture project. 

13. Welding - Welding is being taught to 
2 classes with a total of 16 students by John 
McCann. Once again this is a ‘*how to”’ 
course with project work as a big part of the 
course. 

14. Women’s phys ed - In the gym, is the 
womens phys-ed class. When the ladies 
are not in the gym, they can be seen 
running around the circuit in the halls. At 
the beginning of the course, all were tested 
to evaluate their physical conditions. At the 
end, all will be retested and their 
improvements in condition evaluated. 
There are 10 women in the program, 
taught by Irene Cooke.

Alan Ketcheson-feels that the key to the 
dairy industry in Hastings County, and for 
that matter across the world, is ability to 
change. . 

“Dairy farmers as a breed, especially in 
this area, have always been a pretty 
individualistic lot. They did what they 
wanted...milked when they wanted...dried 
the cows up when they wanted...it was a 
nice, free enterprise. But they paid dearly 
for. that freedom...because they didn’t 
always know what the end product would 
be.”’ 

Now things are different. “Quotas are 


they’re fair to the farmer an 


consumer. And farmers are going to have 
to learn to live with them. | 

Ketcheson is one dairy farmer who has 
not only learned to live with the changes in 
the industry in the last dozen years and 
more; more than most he has had a part in 


,.here to stay. They guarantee a hc leonard ae 
§ 


_ shaping those changes. As a member of 


the Ontario Milk Marketing Board since 
its inception in 1965, and as a representat- 
ive of the cheese producers on the 
provincial level before that, he has been in 
the centre of a lot of what has happened. 
Mr. Ketcheson points with pride to how 
much the industry has changea and 
improved in the last dozen years. 
‘*Productibility is up 86 per cent. Half as 
many cows is producing as much milk as 
was produced 11 years ago. One man can 
handle a herd of 100 cows. These are all 
tremendous advancements.” 

He credits a lot of this to the fact that the 

Canadian Dairy industry had been taking 
a ‘global’ view of the dairy market. 
Things are no longer looked at in terms of 
what a singlé country could produce if it 
wanted to, let alone a single farmer. 
Rather, he points out, everything has to be 
looked at in terms of the world. 
- As an example he takes the world crisis 
in milk powder in the last three years. 
Nineteen hundred and seventy-four was a 
bumper year for countries - such as 
Canada - that were exporters of dairy 
products, pargicularily skim milk powder. 
The energy crisis came to a head’ just, 
about that time and forced many import 
many importing countries, were forced to 
reduce their spending in other areas: 
dairy products.was one commodity that 
felt the crunch. : 

This resulted in tremendous stockpiles 
of skim milk powder in Canada and other 
exporting countries in the next two years. 
This meant cutbacks in produgtion while 
other markets were being sought; and to 

dairy farmers, cutbacks in production 
means loss of Se 

Mr. Ketcheson feels that, overall, world 
economists and Canadian economists 
lacked foresight in predicting’ this 
problem. At the same time he points out 
that many individual dairy farmers 
would not have been able to withstand the 
effects of such a crisis if the marketing 
boards on the federal and provincial level 
were not there. He also feels that without 
the marketing boards to find new markets 
for Canadian products the situation might 
have become far worse. 

On the other hand, the flexibility of the 
Canadian farmer has helped consider- 
ably; in Europe, due to the “‘intractibility 
of the small farmer” this situation is 
worse, not better. 

He also feels that in some cases farmer

OTTAWA - Prince Edward-Hastings-MP 
George Hees, in a speech before the House 
of Commons Nov. 8, called upon the 
government to introduce tax incentives 
that. would allow Canada to process at 
home more of its raw materials to their 
finished state. 

The MP felt the time ‘‘is long overdue 
for us to stop Shipping such a large 
production of our raw materials out of the 
country to provide jobs for other people.”’ 
He said a far higher proportion of them 
must be processed. in Canada “‘for the 
benefit of Canadian production and 
employment.’' 

“*Eor too long we have been shipping out 
of this country a far too large proportion of 
our primary products, to be processed to 
their final stages of production in other 
countries, which thereby -gain the many 
advantages of employment, taxes and 
profits which accrue from this further 
processing, he told the. House. | 

“We have in Canada the skilled 
manpower, managerial skill, cheap power 
and excellent transportation facilities 
which are needed for this further 
processing and it’s about time we started 
doing-something about getting more of this 
work. fer Canada.”’ 

Hees said.a government of Ontario plan 
introduced 30 years ago has been largely 


responsible for the “spectacular expan 
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response to quota cutbacks such as those 
experienced recently is not always 
clearsighted. ‘‘In 1974 the Canadian Dairy 
farmer thought there would always be a 
market for his products somewhere. It 
just wasn’t true”. 

Similarily he thinks that a lack of 
foresight on the part of the government, 
combined with ‘‘confused thinking”’ on the 
part of many dairy farmers, has initiated 
the problems many farmers are now 
having with quota. 

“Last year, towards the end of the year 
(dairy year runs spring to spring) the 
government-added four per cent onto most 


lls for in 


sion’’ of the pulp and paper industry in the 
province. Under the plan, companies were 
required to process in the province a far 
higher proportion of the logs which they 
had cut. Until then, a large percentage had 
been shipped in the raw state to paper 
milles in the United States. 

‘What has worked so well in the case of 
the pulp and paper industry in Ontario can 
work equally well in other primary 
industries right across the country,’’ he 
said. ‘It should apply to all raw materials 
which we ship to other( countries for 
further processing and can succeed equally 
well because of the great independence of 
other countries on our primary products to 
feed their manufacturing processes. ’2— 

Hees said it was obvious that a certain 
proportion of the raw materials Canada 
produces must be exported in the raw 
state, ‘but not nearly the proportion that is 
the case today.” 

He called on the Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce to undertake ‘an 
intensive study’’ of the country’s primary 
industries to determine what proportion of 
the primary products’ produced can 
reasonably be required to be processed to 
their finished! state in this country 

‘Having decided what proportions of 
our various primary products should be 
further processed in Canada, we must 


produce an incentive which will be 
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farmers quotas,”’ he explains, “‘and this 
year a number of farmers thought it would 
automatically happen again.”’ As a result 
many farmers have already used up a 
good chunk of their quota earlier than they 
might have if they had paced it over a full 

ear. ‘‘It is not good thinking, but I try to 
ook at it and. see the fault both ways. | 
think the government shouldn’t have 
added the four per cent the way they did. 
They could have waited.”’ 

Mr. Ketcheson prides himself on being 
able to see things both ways - from the 
point of view of the government and the 
farmer. He feels that it is absolutely 


sutticiently attractive to persuade those 
who normally export our raw materials that 
it will be profitable for them to build the 
plants which will be necessary to carry out 
this additional processing in Canada.”’ 

Hees said it has become ‘‘painfully 
obvious’’ that the grants now provided by 
the Department of Regional and Economic 
Expansion (DREE), although useful, have 
not proved sufficiently attractive to bring 
areas of slow growth enough new industry 
to reverse the high rates of unemployment. 
that have persisted for many years. In 
addition to the DREE grants, he called for 
an extra incentive in the form of a 
graduated scale of federal taxation which 
will permit a new plant processing primary 
products in an area of slow growth to pay 
no federal taxes in the first full year of 
profitable operation. The tax payments 
would gradually increase until the 
company was paying full taxation in the 
iSth year. 

‘‘My conversations with leading bus- 
inessmen across the country have 
convinced me that this incentive, added to 
the present DREE grants for slow growth 
areas will prove sufficiently attractive to 
accomplish what has to be done.” 

Hees felt the incentive he proposed will 
pay for itself ‘’many times over In the years

dairy farmer and the dairy farmer’s main 
representative to the government. 

That he feels the latter is, if anything, 
the more important, is clear in the way he 
explains his position. He is elected by the 
farmers. of the three counties in his region 
- Hastings, Lennox and Addington, and 
Prince Edward - to represent them. 
Although he was. originally appointed by 
the government, he has been returned by 
popular election three times since then. 

‘I feel that the’ policy develops from the 
grass roots; each county has a milk 
committee eight to 15 members (Hastings 
-has 15). I meet with these committees, 
discuss with them what they want, and 
go back and develop those ideas. 

“Any idea that these committees 
opposed wouldn't be brought into exist- 
ence. Of course, I can’t go 100 per cent 
with everything: they might suggest. It 
might not work. 

Ketcheson feels that his expertise is not 
a particular body of knowledge but rather, 
knowledge of the dairy industry across the 
board. He notes that he had had extensive 
experience in cheese when he was first 
brought on the board and since Hastings 
was one of Ontario's largest cheese 
producing areas, this might have affected 
his original involvement. Ketcheson help- 
ed setup, was president and a director of 
the Eldorado Cheese Factory for 17 years. 

“It was there that the dutch clock was 
first brought into-Ontario. One of our 
board members saw it in use in Holland. 
They used it for bidding on tulip bulbs. He 
brought it over here. The dutch clock is a 
system of time bidding where buyers stop 
the clock at the price they're willing to 
pay. It’s used extensively in Canada, 
particularily for tobacco. 


Ketcheson’s own farm lies north of 


Madoc in Madoc Township on a unique ~ 


plateau of rock-free land. The soil extends 
down 26 inches before encountering 
anything but the occasional rock- 
something unheard of elsewhere in this 
region and a phenomena unexplained by 
geologists. 

His progressive ideas extend to his own 
farm. Although he worked it for years by 
himslef, he now shares the labor with his 
son and a hired man. If one is away, (and 
each one of the three is off each weekend at 
least) then there are still two to handle 
any problems. He feels that no.one should 
be tied down now, even though that’s the 
way it was when we, started out. “That 
was the way everyone did it then. Now 
there’s no need to do it that way. You can’t 
be there all the time. You need a break.” 

Although he was completely wiped out 
by a fire in 1970, he has a herd of 60 now in 
a modern facility. The operation is 
up-to-date but simple and largely home 
constructed. Management is emphasized, 
“You don’t need all the frills for an 
effective operation.” ake 

Management, he feels, is the key to the 
future and he finds a wide acceptance of 
those principles among the younger 
farmers. He is proud too of the number of 
younger farmers setting up in the district. 
“There are more young fellows coming in 
around here than anywhere in Ontario. |

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MADOC . ‘‘Doing It Wrong’’ was the 
theme of a presentation last week at Centre 
‘Hastings Secondary,School. Constable Don 
Kuzyk, Community Service Officer of the 
Belleville ' detachment of the Ontario 
Provincial Police was in the school last 
Tuesday talking with a group of special’ 
education students. 

The student program is called ‘‘alternate 
Jearning’’ a system that allows. the 
students to spend one half of their otal 
class time each week in a more structured 
and supervised learning environment. In 
this situation the students are taught the 
life skills’’ needed in the outside world. 
These skills include; reading, writing, 
mathematics (as much as is needed) and 
dealing with other people. 

The presentation consisted of the film 
“Doing It Wrong’’, a film produced in 
Ontario at Silver-Lake Provincial Park. The 
film tells of a party and the events before 
and after one summer weekend. 

lilustrated in the film were the following 
crimes; drinking under age, fraud (using 
someone else’s identification to buy beer), 
shoplifting, break, enter and) theft, 
vandalism and attempted rape. 

The film is not a report out of police files 
but rather, a composite of many cases. 


The class initially was not too receptive. | 


to what Constable Kuzyk had to say but he 
soon won them" over by relating personal 
experiences in his life whieh led him into 
police work. » 

Coming from a broken ae he was left 
with the choice of what to 46 with his life. 
At sixteen years old he entered the army, 
where he stayed for 11 years. 

On leaving the army, he joined the police 
force to better pass on his childhood 
experiences to young people. His position 
as Community Service Officer allows him 
to work in elementary and high schools 
with students on a regular basis. 


The point the constable drove home to ~ 


the students was, “‘it may seem like 
. nothing-to steel from someone, when the 
. shoe is on the other foot, it hurts.’’ 

To illustrate this point, Constable Kuzyk 
took a jacket from a student and said, 
‘How do you feel, now that I have stolen 
your prope)? What would you say if I 
took my knife and cut it up? That is theft 
and vandalism, isn’t it?’’ 

The boy was quick to say that he would 
not be happy, and would beat him up if he 
was not so-big, if the jacket was really 
Stolen.

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The constable later went on to relate 
statistics on theft reports to the group. 

In 1973, there were 183,293 reported 
cases of theft in Ontario. In 1975 the 
number of reported cases rose to 229,963.

Scientists at Agriculture Canada’s 
Lethbridge, Alta., Research Station have 
been evaluating\ new insecticides to keep 
grasshoppers from ravaging prairie cereal 
crops.

They wre found to be as effective as 
chemicals now in use, but at half the 
application rate. 

urther tests are to be carried out to see 
if the chemicals leave any residue in cereal 
crops and if they have any impact on the 
environment. 


“Pasture 


Overgrazing pastures is usually bad 
farming practice, but it may solve legume 
winterkill and reseeding problems in the 
Maritimes. 

Dr. Tapani Kunelius, a forage research- 
er at Agriculture Canada’s Charlottetown, 
P.E.I., Research Station, says winter 
conditions, especially in the Maritimes, kill 
of legumes commonly mixed with pasture 
grasses. ; 

Studies conducted at thé station show 
overgrazing pastures in the fall prevents 
the grasses from crowding out the 
legumes, reseeded the next spring. More 
investigations on the technique will be 
carried out next year. 


Winter Wheat 


A new variety of winter wheat developed 
for farmers in Oregon may boost yields for 
British Columbia farmers by up to 40 per 
cent. 

Recent field tests at Agriculture 
Canada’s Agassiz, B.C., Research Station 
show the new variety, Stephens, greatly 
outyields Nugaines, the variety now 
recommended for production in southern 
British Columbia. , : 

Stephens is also more resistant to stripe 
rust, a problem disease in winter wheat 
crops in the Agassiz area.

Julius Frank, director of Agriculture 
Canada’s animal pathology division, has 
been elected president of the American 
Association of Veterinary Laboratory 
Diagnosticians (AAVLD). | 

Dr. Frank, the first Canadian ever 
elected to the post, has been with the 
federal agricultre department since 1945. 

The main aim of AAVLD is to 
standardize testing techniques in North 
American laboratories for more than 100 
serious animal diseases.

It is doubtful that the fall trial presently 
underway will show anything different. It 
appears that hutches have year round 

tential. This doesn’t mean they will work 
or everyone indefinitely. Extra labor is 
requried to feed calves outside and proper 
sanitation of hutches between calves is 
every bit as important as it is for traditional 
housing. Hutches should be moved and 
washed after every calf. It should be placed 
on well drained soil and a bale of straw 
‘used for each calf. Calves should be placed 
as soon as they are dry after birth. Shade 
may be advisable in summer and a burlap 
partition in the middle of the hutch has 
proven advantageous in winter to stop 
drifting. Just as in any calf rearing 
program, start with colostrum, don’t 
overfeed milk and encourage the calf to 
consume starter as soon as possible. — 

Hutches are of most value to dairymen 
who are having severe disease problems in 
their present facilities and don’t want to 
put up an expensive calf barn. Anyone 
considering this method of housing are 
encouraged to visit Kemptville College at 
any. time.

This self-help theme was contained in 
iImost all the $0 recommendations of the 
‘Council's final report tabled today in the 

egislature by Natural Resources Minister 
Vrank S. Miller. 

The Ontario Trails Council was formed 
through a 1975 Order-in-Council which, 
created the citizens’ advisory committee. 
Its 16 members under Chairman William 
Coates, of Guelph, were invited to examine 
recreational trails problems and to make 
recommendations ‘to the Minister of 
Natural Resources for an Ontario trails 
rogram. | 

‘I want to compliment the members of 
the Ontario Trails Council for a job well 
done,’’ said Mr. Miller. ‘‘My Ministry will 
be reviewing the report and coordinating 
the government’s response."’ 

One recommendation to increase trail 


use and development in Ontario made by 


the Council was for government help in 
relieving landowners who permitted public 
use offfails on their property of all liability. 

Other key recommendations among the 
90 included in the report call for the 


development of a low-cost outdoor 


recreational program which was endorsed 
by most trail users, support for the work of 
trail clubs and better utilization of .public 
lands. 

‘Trails provide the means for Ontario 
citizens to get outdoors and enjoy our 
-natural resources,’’ said Mr. Coates, who

Protect roses in winter weather 


The need for protecting roses during the 
winter varies a great deal in Ontario, says 
Burke McNeill, Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food horticulturist. 

‘In the southwest, roses will winter with 

a very little protection, but, in the colder

To protect climbing roses, Mr. McNeill 
suggests tying the canes together. Lay 
them on the gropund and cover them with

The growing season may be over but 


there is still plenty of work to do in the 


garden, says R.F. Gomme, OAtario 
Ministry.of Agriculture and Food horticul- 
turist. eee 

Annual flowers often spread out over the 
summer, taking over the grass around 
flower beds. Use a sharp spade to trim and 
re-shape edges of flower and shrub beds. 

November is a good time to hill up roses. 
Bring the soil up around the crown of the 
plant to help it weather the winter, says 
Mr. Gomme. ' 


‘*Some home gardeners may wish to use © 


mulches around their tender plants. Soil. 
peat moss. sawdust in moderation and 
compost will heip protect plants over the 
winter.”” 

If you have been trimming evergreens. 
Mr. Gomme recommends using the boughs 
as mulch around plants. 

Providing the soil in your garden isn't 
soaking wet, there is still time to plant 
flowering bulbs, including tulips. 

Before the winter sets in. Mr. Gomme 
suggests cleaning up and removing leaves 
and plant tops to discourage rodents from 
damaging trees and shrubs. He recom- 
mends painting stems and trunks with 
repellents containing Thiram.

Mastitis common problem 
in many dairy herds 


Mastitis is a recurrent problem in many 
dairy herds. It costs producers more money 
in lost production than most realize. Many 
would undoubtedly be ee as to learn 
that it was costing them $100 to $150 per 
eow per year. According to Dr. G. Fisher, 
head of the Veterinary Services Laboratory 
in Kemptville, 97 per cent of the losses due 
to mastitis are not readily, visible. Only 
through quarter sampling and laboratory 
test can a producer be sure of detecting 
mastitis and knowing which organisms are 
involved. 

The following list, if followed closely, 

. should give a good mastitis control: 

1) Remove 2 or 3 streams of foremilk 
from each quarter and examine for 
abnormalities. A strip cup is a valuable tool 
for doing this. 

2) Wash the udder with a warm 
sanitizing solution and dry with a single 
service paper towel. Some producers have 
found that newspaper works satisfactorily. 

3) Attach the teat cups approximately 1 
minute after washing, or when the teats 
are full of milk. 

4) Machine strip when the milk flow 
slows (usually 3 to 4 minutes), but don’t 
overmilk. 

5) Immediately after milking, use a 
recommended teat dip. 

6) Treat all clinical cases of mastitis.

And the idea of a 3'% hours journey to 
Madoc on a winding, hilly road. ‘They've 
flattened it out and straightened, it out so 
much you wouldn’t know it was the same 
road - that took everything out of you and 
the horses -- why there was one hill you 
had to stop the horses 3 times, they'd get 
so tired’’ - well, it’s. enough to make a 
person thankful for automobiles - with 
heaters - that make the trip in a few 
minutes. , 

Still, to hear Mr. Rollins tell it, it was an 
exciting adventure. And throughout the 
winter, it happened -daily. Arriving, in 
Madoc and getting unloaded by noon, 
having dinner and getting home by four - in 
order to set up the sled for the next day. 
The entire cord of wood sold for $5 and in 
this way he earned $5 a day - the family’s 
main winter income. 

Another source of revenue was railway 
ties. ‘‘In those days they made them out of 
softwood - we go up and cut the trees - 
hemlock or cedar mostly - and then we'd 
pay someone 25 cents to hew them (cut 
them square) with a broad axe. Then we'd 
haul them to Bannockburn and leave them 
by the tracks. If the CNR needed them 
they'd just come and pick them up, taken 
then wherever they needed them. We got 
75 cents a tie, so we’d make 50 cents for 
each of them.”’ 

Bannockburn station was the depot for 
the northern logging camps too and 
supplies would be hauled up there all 
winter to be dispersed to spots farther 
north. Although Mr. Rollins never worked 
in the camps, the drives are among his 
most vivid memories. ‘‘They had camps 
every few miles, they’d move from one to

another in the spring. When the logs 
jammed they'd go out with pikes, pushing 
the logs apart till they got going again.” 
The logs would go down the river all the 


_ way to Deseronto where they were milled. 


Yet another money-making sideline for 
the Rollins was getting syrup from the 
maple bush in the spring. It sold then for 
$1.00 a gallon - a long way from today’s 
prices. 

The real business though was the dairy 
farm and that too has changed quite a bit. 
‘There used to be a lot more small farms’, 
Mr. Rolliné claims, ‘‘but now you can't 
operate that way any more.” 

One of the most distinctive and today’s 
experience, curious - part of farming In 


those days was the practice of putting the” 


yearlings and two year olds out to graze on 
crown land. : eee 

.“*We used to take them out and just let 
them go on the lots back there. And they'd 
wander around all summer, graze on the 
marsh hay. Then in the fall the time would 
come to go and round them up again. 
Sometimes it took days. One time it took 
six days and we Still didn’t get ‘em. They'd 
get back into the marsh there and that'd be 
the end of them. After that we'd get 
Charlie ‘thompson - he looked after them 
all summer for a $1.00 a head, you’d put 
them in there in the spring and in the fall 
tell him when you were coming and he'd 
have them all ready for you’’. 

He remembers too taking the cheese to 
the cheese factory in Cooper before it all 
started going to the Eldorado Co-operative. 
“‘You’d have to draw your own in on 
Mondays because you’d have the milk for 


the whole weekend and the wagons 


couldn’t draw it all’’. 

He also recalls the Madoc creamery, in 
the days where you only milked to 
December and then dried your cows up till 
spring because it was too hard to haul the 
cream in the winter and the creameries 
would close down in the winter. 

Another ‘memory is of the old corn 
husking bees. ‘‘We used hill corn, not 
cow corn in those days and when harvest 
came, everyone would get together in 
somebody’s barn and we'd all husk’. 
Some of the kernels would be saved for the 
next year’s planting, the rest would go as 
pig feed. Now with cow corn the entire cob 
is fed to the animals. ‘ 

Grain thrashing bees were another 
feature of pre-electricity days - “‘everyone 
would thrash together and of course hay 
was cut by hand and coiled and put on the 
wagons - theré was no such thing as a 
bailer’’. One thing was around, even then - 
“there have always been grain binders.”’ 

Mr. Rollins is proud of his family - being 
one of the oldest members of the clan. The 
family has been in Hastings County quite a 
while, having established a homestead in 
Ivanhoe in the middle of the 19th century. 
The family itself is large and prosperous, 
and has traced itself back to Ireland; its 
now spread all over Canada and the U.S. 

Most of James Rollins stories are about 
work, but, as I said earlier, he makes them 
sound like play. Perhaps its just the 


advantage of looking back. But I think not., 


It’s just that Mr. Rollins is a man who 
knows how to enjoy himself - whatever he 
does. ‘

Many people seem to think that they are 
doing their dog a kindness by giving the 
dog bones to chew, but either raw or 
cooked bones are a no-no and should be 
avoided. 

To elaborate, one dog was given a bone 
from a T-bone steak and later that night 
the owners were very concerned when the 
dog seemed to be in distress, rolling and 
crying with pain. As the dog was very 
spoiled and played up when he was left 
alone, they put it down to the fact that he 
had been left most of the afternoon by 
himself. 

However, later on the next morning, the 
dog was vomiting and bringing up pieces 
of bone. They phoned their veterinarian 
who, when he felt the abdominal region of 
the dog, the dog cried out in pain. An x-ray 
was done and a number of pieces of bone 
were revealed. 

The question now was to operate or ry 
and force the bone through with a massive 
dose of oil. Fortunately the Veterinarian 
in question opted to go along with the oil 
and pieces of splintered bone were passed 
through. For three weeks afterwards the 
dow was still not himself and cost the 
owners quite a -bit of money for jus!

So. please, if you musi feed your dog 
something to chew on, give it milk bones 
or boneos and ensure that you do not risk 
this happening to your pet. 

The same can apply to cats who may be 
fed chicken bones. These can also splinter 
badly. 

When putting bones out into the 
garbage, wrap them up separately in a 
separate small plastic bag before being 
put into the main. garbage bag and make 
sure the inner bag is securely tied as dogs 


can maintain peace, law and order.

By two and a half, your child may be 
bursting into anger From two and a half 
until five, a child relies on his parents to be 
“his main outlet for his increasing urge to 
communicate. If the child is talked go on 
every possible occasion while cleaning up,

- vocabulary. Only with your co-operation in 
his playing and talking will he be able to 
develop the necessary vocabulary, the 
lively ae and the understanding so 
essential to his mental development. If

Pees try the ‘‘opposite game’, i.e. 
say up, you say-----’’. Next time at the 
park, try this one: 
“Swinging high and swinging low 
This is the way the children go. 
Down to the ground and up so high 
Just like an airplane in the sky. 


Stop and Think Games 


Action rhymes, such as the old tavorite,. 
“If you’re happy and you know it, clap your 
hands”, help children to listen, follows 
commands and orders, and to establish 
memory pattérns. Here is one to try: 
‘*Gallop trot 
Gallop trot 
This is the way the horses trot. 


Sleepy and slow 


Sleepy and slow 
This is the way the tortoises go. 
Jump up highs , 


Jump up high 

_ This is the way the rabbits go by’’. 

The ability to concentrate is something 
gained by practise. Here are a few fun 
games for the. preschooler which use 
everyday, cheap, household items, and 
which require the child to stop and think: 

1. Fun with sounds: Close, your eyes and 
listen. What sounds do you hear? Which 
noises are loud and which are, soft? Put 
your fingers on your throat while you are 
singing a song. Can you feel something 
tingling on your fingers? Speak into an 

sd box and touch the bottom lightly 

with your fingertips. Can you feel the 
humming? With eyes closed, guess ~what 

Mummy is dropping on the floor. Is it a 

spoon? 
2. Taste it, sniff it and feel it: Try to 
identify objects with eyes closed, by 
tasting, sniffing and feeling. Examples: 
cheese, bread, apple, mustard, cinnamon 
peanut butter for tasting; onion, 
catsup, coffee, vinegar, vanilla, perfume, 
camphor .... for sniffing; stones, sponge, 
* clay, bottle caps, emery board, cotton wool 
...for feelings. 
3. For two players, ‘‘Name the object. 
Each child has a bag with the same 
household items in each. Child one pulls 
out an item, names it and asks the other to 

ull out the same item from his bag without 
ooking. 


Act out a Story 


If you have the indescribable experience 
of several pre-schoolers in your house at 
the same time, it might be a good time to 
try to act out a story. As Mum reads the 
story, such as ‘‘The Three Bears’’, the 
children, who have chosen their character, 
pretend to do what is being described in 
the story. With a very young child, the 
story teller can stop at the familiar words 
and let the child fill it in, i.e. “‘Someone’s 
been eating my ..........- i 
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Fianess. ln your heart you know it’s right.

commands such interest today has been 


made since 1880. 

When people speak of cut 
they usually refer to the 
between 1880 and 1914. This has come to be 
known as the Brillian Period. However, 
this does not cover all the cut glass that is 
collectible today. The later that was 
cut with a Copper Wheel and not so heavily 
decorated is prized today by collectors.

- of cutting glass changed very little except 


for improved s and increased power 
with the introduction of electricity. The 
actual cutting was done by relatively slow 
speed abrasive wheels measuring from a 
few inches to several feet in diameter. 


“These were lubricated with a trickle of 


water. The work to be cut. was pushed 
down from above onto the wheel. It was 
done entirely by hand with no fixtures or 
guides to aid the cutter. The finest cut 
glass required four distinct steps. 

The pattern to be cut was first laid out 
on the smooth glass blank with a marking 
crayon.gr brush. The second operation 
was known as roughing, at which time the 
pattern was cut into the glass with a coarse 
abrasive wheel. This operation was 
followed by smoothing, which again 
involved tracing over the entire pattern 
with a finer abrasive wheel. In each of 
these steps the pattern had a dull, gray 
appearance. The final hand operation was 
koe? as polishing. In this case a wooden 
or felt wheel with pumice of putty powder 
-was used to give the design the same 
brilliant surface as the rest of the crystal. 
‘ Obviously the hand labor was enormous. 
As the price of labour increased, acid 
polishing and pressed blanks were 
introduced in the latter part of the Brillian 
Period. This was done primarily to offset 
higher wages. By pressing the pattern into 
the molten glass, the step of marking was 
eliminated and the time needed to rough 
out and smooth the pattern was greatly 
reduced. Finally by dipping the piece in 
acid, a simulated hand polished effect was 
achieved. Glass produced in this manner 
often carried a simple design, sometimes 
floral rather than geometric. Again this 
shortened the time and reduced the cost. 

Another important facet in producing 
the finest cut glass is the method of 
harps the blank. It had to be blown by 

and of the finest lead crystal which was 
responsible for its brilliance and its 
characteristic heaviness compared with 
other meh of glass.

Cut glass made during this period has a 
characteristic ring when tapped) Set_a 
piece in one hand and tap it lightly. with 
your finger and you will hear a clear bell 
‘like ring. This is because all good quality 
cut glass was made with a high lead 
content. The lead not only gave brilliance 
to the glass but also made it softer for 
cutting. Unfortunately, pieces with small 
openings do not have the same bell tone as 
the open pieces have, but it is still a 
distinct sound. When buying cut glass ask 
the seller to ring it for you. This is one way 
of being sure that you are buying good 
quality cut glass and not one of the many 
imitations on the market today. 

Another way to test your purchase is to 
feel the eed All cut glass have sharp 
edges and you can feel the sharpness. ‘The 
pressed glass made in the early 20th 
century in an effort to imitate cut glass 
has rounded edges. Also feel the weight. A 
piece of high quality cut glass contains 35 
or 45 per cent of lead. Therefore, a piece of 
cut glass-will weigh considerably more 
than a similar piece in another type of 
glass. e 

Treat your cut glass with care. A sudden 
change in temperature will cause cut 
glass to break. Don’t plunge it in hot water 
or set it near an air conditioner. The lead 
-will not contract or expand as rapidly as 
the silica and tragedy results.
